Francis B. Old, retired commandant of the Ninth Naval dis- 
trict, before members of the Dixon Rotary club in the Love- 
land Community house. 


Admiral Old, recently ap- 


pointed executive director of 
the Illinois State Tolr High- 
way commission, emphasized 
;he importance of toll roads 
in the nation today. 


Best estimates indicate actual 


toll road construction in Illinois will 
start by January, 1956, Old said. 


Completed Plans' 


'The Illinois State Toll Highway 


commission has completed laying 
ts organizational foundation and 
dans to offer its public bonds in 
he near future," he added. 
Old referred to the construction 


of the Pennsylvania turnpike; the 
Ohio Turnpike, soon to be complet- 
ed, and the proposed Indiana turn- 
Pike. 


When the Indiana turnpike is 


completed to the Illinois border, 
he claimed, an average motorist 
will be able to travel nonstop, with 
exceptions, from Chicago to New 
fork in 20 hours.

The six could be sentenced to 


maximum term of five years. 


All are admitted Communists.

sending them to jail to await sen 
tencing at 11 a.m. Friday. The 
$6,000 bond of Mrs. Helen Allison 
Winter was continued. She had 
been ill throughout the folir-montn 
trial but attended all sessions 
some in a wheel chair.

Mrs. Winter is the wife of Carl

spiracy trial under the Smith Act 
in 1949. He is now serving a five- 
year term imposed by Judge Har- 
old R. Medina. Detroit's was the 
eighth such .trial under the anti- 
conspiracy act.

day were: Saul Wellman, chair- 
man of the Michigan Communist 
party and currently serving a 60- 
day contempt of court sentence 
imposed during the trial; William 
Allan, editor of the Michigan edi-

D. Dennis jr., Nat Ganley and 
Philip Schatz, all former state 
party officers or organizers.

Butter Must Drop 20 Cents 
To Move Stocks? Aiken Says 


WASHINGTON (Jf» — Sen. Aiken 


(R-Vt) said today retail butter 
prices probably must drop about 20 
cents a pound, or "to about 60 
cents" in order to end the accumu- 
lation of vast stocks' in govern- 
ment hands. 


Aiken, chairman of the Senate 


Agriculture Committee, said he be- 
ieves "we can move all the; butter 
we make at a retail price of about 
60 cents and probably move out 
most of that now in surplus." 


The senator said ."several .dif- 
ferent plans" have been suggested 
to the administration to cut butter 
prices to this level but, as far as 
ic knows, no decision has been 
reached on any of them by Secre 
tary of Agriculture Benson. 


Benson announced Monday that 


the government price support level 
on butter would be lowered April 1. 
adding a belief this would result 
in a price drop of about eight cents 


pound for consumers. 
Aiken said the 60-cent retail level 


would compare with an average 
recent price of aoout 80 cents a 
tound. 
Aiken said the lower support 


price on butter assures a drop Of 


cent a quart or more on retail 


prices for milk in most areas of 
he nation. . 
He said the government must 


take some losses on huge stocks of 
butter, cheese and dried milk that 
ave been piled up under the dairy 
rice support program.

House Committee 
Approves Postal, 
Treasury Sums 


WASHINGTON <£»>— The 


house appropriations commit* 
tee made a barely perceptible 
scratch today in President 
Eisenhower's request for $3,- 
338,783,000 to operate the 
treasury and post office de- 
partments for the fiscal year 
1955. 


It sent to the house floor for de- 


bate starting Wednesday a bill 
recommending for the two agen- 
cies $3,333,241,600 for the 12 months 
starting next July l. 


This is *5,S41,400, or less than 


two-tenths of 1 per cent, below 
what the President requested. It is 
$50,491,150 less than the two af en- 
cies received for the .present year. 


The bill was the first handled by 


the committee on the basts of 
Eisenhower -budget recommenda- 
tions only. Last year's appropria- 
tion bills were based on original 
estimates .by former President 
Truman and on revisions suggest- 
ed by Eisenhower. 


For the treasury's general oper- 


ations, the committee approved 
(577,855,600^ a reduction of $917.400 
from the Eisenhower request. 
" 


For the post office, it recom- 


mended $2,755,386,700, a cut Of $4,. 
614,000 from the budget request 


Both departments were author* 


zed to spend limited amounts to 
irovide specialized training for se- 
lected personnel in a new cam- 
paign to promote efficiency.

President's Aides 
Minimize Red Gains 
At Senate Hearing 


WASHINGTON (J&—Act- 


ing Secretary of State Walter 
B. Smith was quoted as tell- 
ing senators today that the 
Communists have won only 
"real estate victories" in In. 
dochina aimed at influencing 
the Big Four Berlin confer- 
ence. 


Sen. H. Alexander Smith (R-NJ) 


said in a statement also that Adm. 
Arthur W. Radford, chairman of 
the Joint Chiefs of Staff, testified 
before the Senate Foreign Rela- 
tions Committee in closed session 
that the military situation in the 
far eastern country is "satisfac* 
tory." 


Gains Magnified, 


Sen. Smith, acting chairman of 


the committee, said Smith told the 
group that "recent Communist mil- 
itary advances in Indochina have 
been more apparent than real and 
have been magnified out of all pro- 
portion to their true significance." 


Sen. Smith quoted the acting sec* 


retary of state as saying: 


"Most of these advances we have 


been reading about are nothing but 
real estate victories, the Viet Minfc,. 
occupy a town but then evacuate 
it in the face of French and Viet 
Nam counterattacks." 
. Sen. Smith said Acting Secretary 
Smith "expressed the view that the 
Viet Minh (Communists) found it 
necessary to create an atmosphere 
of crisis in connection with the 
Berlin conference." 
' He quoted the diplomatic official 
as saying "The Communists have 
made no real military progress." 


Going Better 


.Before Smith's statement, Sen. 


Ferguson (R-Mich) had told re- 
porters the fight against commu- 
nism in Indochina is going better 
than generally believed. Ferguson 
sat in on the closed session. 


"I think the overall picture is 


better than has been indicated in 
press dispatches from Indochina," 
Ferguson said. "That is not a 
criticism of the press because I 
am sure the press there cannot 
get the information. 


"If all the facts were known, 


there would be a clearer picture." 


Sen. Aiken (R-Vt) said "I feel 


sure no move will be made to send 
American troops there." 


Aiken's comment appeared to 


bear out reports that President Ei- 
senhower is standing firm against 
urging by the French and British 
for greater American participation 
in the fighting.

Shibler 
asked. "Surveys 
show approxi 


mately 43 per cent do so because 
they prefer to work." 


"Twenty-five per cent drop out 


because they don't like the school 
program and don't think that it is 
serving their purpose." 


Others drop out to help support 


their families, enter the armed 
forces or because of ill health. 


Shibler said schools face a tough 


problem in hanging on to students 
in times "when there is a great 
demand for more laborers and 
youth can go out and get almost

which eventually led to his re- 
lease. 


Once, long ago. Ross E. Kimball, 


operator of the Interior Equipment 
Co. of Fairbanks, read an article 
about Spring and his work on the 
flowers at Stateville. 


The article also mentioned that 


Spring's parents had died, that he 
never heard from his brothers. 


Decided to Help 


The story moved Kimball so 


much that he decided to help 
Spring and he became the first and 
only person to visit the convicted 
slayer when he talked to him at 
Stateville last year. 


The Fairbanks businessman as- 


sured parole authorities he would 
help Spring start anew, that he 
would be ready with help and a 
ob for the life-termer if he were 
released. 


The parole board, which had pre- 


viously turned down petitions for 
parole by Spring, granted him a 
larole when Kimball entered the 
dcture.

Creep feeding is important to 


swine producers. 


Some experimental results indi- 


cate that each additional pound of 
creep ration eaten by suckling 
pigs may produce an additional 
pound of gain. The suckling per- 
iod is the time when pigs make 
most efficient use of feed. Pigs 
nursing a heavy milking sow will 
usually not begin eating a creep 
ration so early as will pigs that 
may be hungry because the sow 
docs not furnish enough milk. The 
following are reminders about the 
use of creep ration: 
1. Offer the creep ration when 


pigs are about ten days old. 


2. The pigs may learn to eat 


mote quickly if the sow is allowed 
to eat with them dunng two or 
three feedings. 


3 Palalibility is very important 


in cieep-fceding rations. 


•1. Place the feeder or trough for 


baby pigs in a protected spot in 
the pen or in an adjoining1 pen. 


5. Pig starter rations should con- 


tain at least 17 per cent protein. 


6. Suckling pigs have a "sweet 


tooth" and consume rations con 
taming sugar or molasses more 
readily and in greater quantity than 
rations without sugar or molasses. 


7. The single feed ingredient pigs 


like best is hulled oats as whole 
or cracked kernels. 


8. Creep-feeding hulled oats and 


A well-fortified pig supplement fed 
free choice is as effective as feed- 
ing a pelleted pig starter in pro- 
moting daily gains. 


9. Pigs prefer pelleted pig starter 


rations to rations in the form of 
meal.

Dandruff in Dogs 
Is Warning Sign 


URBANA — Does Fido have 


dandruff? Is he scratching and 
rubbing his hair out? 


If so, you had better take him to 


your veterinarian to see whether 
he has ringworm, says Dr. R. E. 
Witter of the College of Veterinary 
Medicine at the University of Illi- 
nois. 


The fungus that causes ringworm 


infection attacks the roots of the 
animal's hair. In its early stages, 
small bumps can usually be found 
around the head and lips. Later a 
scale forms on the surface of the 
skin. This causes an 
irritation 


which the dog tries to relieve by 
scratching. 


Your children can pick up ring- 


worm by coming into contact with 
infected animals. More often, how- 
ever, they get the skin disease 
from other infected children or 
from 
barber's instruments that 


haven't been sterilized after cut- 
ting an infected child's hair. 


If your child has patches of hair 


that look as if they have been nib- 
bled off, or round scaly areas on 
other parts of his body, take him 
to your doctor, Dr. Witter advises. 


,000,000 Is 


Cost of Fight 
Against Pests 


URBANA, HI. (to— Illinois farm- 


era spent two million dollars in 
1953 to control less than a dozen 
kinds of insect peats on 750,000 
acres, a state scientist reported to- 
day. 


Dr. Harlow B. Mills, chief of 


the State Natural History Survey, 
said the control measures more 
than repaid their cost. 


Using data compiled in a can- 


vass of the state's farm advisers, 
Mills said the net profit to farm- 
ers in fighting off the pests was 
calculated at 8%. million dolors. 


He presented the figures to the 


board of natural resources and 
conservation at its quarterly meet- 
ing here. 


Mills said that the house fly's 


resistance to DDT is "so wide- 
spread and of such magnitude that 
this chemical has about lost its 
effectiveness" in control work. 


A new baiting technique devel- 


oped by the survey provides a 
promising method for controling 
flies in enclosed places, he said, 
but to give good results must be 
accompanied by good general san- 
itation. 


Mills reported "some" progress 


toward controling oak wilt, a dis- 
ease of shade trees, but that Dutch 
elm disease spread in Illinois last 
year and was discovered in 12 
counties. 


He said another study showed 


that corn and soybeans ranked 
first and second by volume as food 
for quail.

The agriculturalists air 
their 


opinions on farm problems in their 
annual reports to agriculture, ac- 
cording to Successful Farming. 


James G. Pat ton, president of the 


National Farmers Union, says "we 
must do everything we possibly 
can to get 100 percent of parity 
price supports on those commodi- 
ties now being supported. And we 
must add, as a minimum, live- 
stock and poultry to the list of sup- 
ported commodities." 


The Farmers Union chief says 


that his organization 
staunchly 


opposes a two price system because 
it would engulf«corn and feed-grain 
producers and wheat growers in a 
downward spiral of prices. Further, 
he points out, a two-pnce system 
would imperil present programs 
for cotton, rice, peanuts, and fluid 
milk. 


A two-price proponent. Herschel 


D. Newsom, master of the National 
Grange, says that since the farmer 
is producing more of a variety of 
products than his American cus- 
tomers are consuming at break- 
even prices, "we are faced with 
two alternatives: Either we must 
cut back production, or expand 
outlets." He explains that in 1954 
American agriculture must sell its 
production at home and abroad. 


"Switching from the philosophy 


of production cutbacks to the full 
route of selling our wares won't 
happen all at once, Newsom ex- 
plains. "It is in the interim that 
controls and high price supports 
should be kept." 


Favoring flexible price supports, 


Allan B. Kline, president of the 
American Farm Bureau Federa- 
tion, asserts "there is no substitute 
for markets . . . efficiency of pro- 


duction . . . research and educa- 
tion. The real aim is high net in- 
come and better rural living." H« 
stresses that in 1954 American ag- 
riculture for the first time in many 
years is faced with the problem of 
diverted acres. "We need to sblv* 
this domestic situation," Klin* 
warned. "We have a dramatically 
potent American demand. W« need 
to do everything to develop foreign 
markets."

The Crop of Trained Youth 


Is Still Short 


Corporation scouts, college placement offices predict to* 


day, will soon be haunting .campuses recruiting the grads 
for industry. The crop of trained youth still is in short 
supply. 


The American Chemical Society predicts, engineering 


companies will get only two-thirds as many graduates as 
they need this year. 


The atomic age will only increase the need for engineers, 


according to the Engineers Joint Council, which represents 
170,000 members of eight engineering societies. 


The government already drains the supply to get men 


to handle such things as guided missiles, jet planes and for- 
eign economic aid and development. The council adds: 
"Atomic power and the utilization of solar energy loom on 
the horizons."

The scientific manpower commission is uniting with the 


council in a drive for more and better science teachers in high 
schools to induce youth to enter engineering courses. 


And retired Gen. Leslie R. Groves, who headed the Man- 


hattan atomic bomb project during the war, contends that 
a principal reason for the current lack of students to be en- 
gineers is that too many high school students aren't taught 
the fundamentals of arithmetic.

The reasons usually given for the shortage: The big in- 


crease in demand for technicians in the booming postwar 
world; the small crop of depression babies, now at college 
age; and the Korean war and draft which claimed students 
as they came from high school. 


This year there will be 1,300 fewer graduates in chem- 


istry than last spring the American Chemical Society notes 
sadly. 


After a survey of college campuses and of industrial 


companies, it reports the need for chemists, engineers and 
physicists is 9 per cent higher than a year ago. Talk of re- 
cession hasn't changed that picture, it holds. 


But it does find the increase in the demand for scientific 


graduates is levelling off. Last year's demand for grads was 
put at 25 per cent higher than in 1952.

Colleges report vigorous recruiting campaigns by cor- 


porations to get graduates to sign up for work, with them. 


The chemical society says that this year the starting pay 


for chemistry graduates will average 5 per cent higher than 
last spring. It reports the average starting pay last year 
for those with bachelor degrees was $351. If you had a doc- 
tor's degree you averaged $525 to start.

Companies are doing more than just scout the campus 


come spring. An increasing number setting up graduate and 
undergraduate scholarships. Students working under them 
are presumably inclined to look with favor on their bene- 
factors. 


A number of companies are giving summer jobs to en- 


gineering students and to their professors. The idea is that 
the professors will know the needs of the companies, and the 
students will learn the opportunities the company affords 


Since World War II a large percentage of engineering 


students have been married.

they want her husband to come to work.. Some companies 
offer to pay moving expenses as an inducement for a family 
to come to them when campus days are over.

The Doctor Says 


Slight Blood Pressure 
Variations Not Held Vital 


By EDWIN P. JORDON. St. D, 


I often wish that people would 


pay less attention to small varia- 
tions in their blood pressures, par- 
ticularly when'the blood pressure 
goes up and down only a few points 
between doctor visits. Neverthe- 
less, interest in the blood pressure 
seems here to stay. 


The blood pressure is the pres- 


sure or outward thrust which the 
blood stream exerts on the walls 
of the artenes through which it 
passes. When the heart contracts 
and squeezes blood into the arte- 
ries, the blood pressure goes up; 
when the heart relaxes the pres- 
sure falls. 


There is some variation in blood 


pressure between different people 
and a slow tendecy for it to in- 
crease with age. If the blood pres- 
sure becomes permanently higher 
than "average," high blood pres- 
sure is said to be present. 


With the exception of the occa- 


sional person who has some dis- 
ease such as Addison's disease 
which produces low blood pressure 
in addition to other symptoms, the 
person with low blood pressure is 
lucky. No one knows exactly why 


some should have a "normal" 
blood pressure or a lower than 
normal blood pressure, but it 
seems certain that the family in- 
heritance has something.to do with 
j,t. Instead of being something to 
worry about, the person with low 
blood pressure, with the occasional 
exception mentioned, can congrat- 
ulate himself or herself on having 
a desirable quality which is likely 
to prolong life. 
NORMAL PRESSURE GOOD 


All of the studies of longevity 


indicate a normal or a lower than 
normal blood pressure is a favor- 
able omen. Such persons are less 
likely to develop heart trouble and 
similar conditions than those with 
high blood pressure. Occasionally 
those with low blood pressure re- 
port some lack of energy, but this 
is probably not abnormal and whan 
it does occur it i* not too import- 
ant. 


Ordinary low blood pressure 


need not require any special foods, 
though attention to the laws of 
good health and diet should be fol- 
lowed.

NEW YORK—A start must be made somewhere to pull the para- 


sitic public employe off the bowed backs of the tax-producers. The 
case of Earl Warren, chief justice of the Supreme Court, is flagrant 
and dramatic enough to serve as a starter. The case of Vincent Im- 
pellitteri, recently mayor of New York and now a local judge in 
Brooklyn- is another challenge to the Faceless Man. 


The chief justice, who recently saluted Jimmy Petnllo and the 


leering racket of the musicians' union, well knowing the predatory 


and anti-constitutional nature of the American Fed- 
eration of Musicians, will be entitled to a pension 
of $16,000 a year from the state of California as of 
March 1. Some portion of this annuity will be a 
refund of the contributions v/hich he paid into Cah 
fornia's pension funds. This system is one of the 
most generous in the country but not more lavish 
than those available to those on the public pay- 
rolls of the city and state of New York. But by 
California law, the people who pay the state's share 


the pensions are forbidden to know how much 


rt«Hn 
any individual pensioneer is getting or is entitled 


to under the several alternative plans. 


Nobody in the state has any nght to know how much the chief 


justice actually is entitled to, but some figures can be hit upon by 
deduction. If he should "retire" on his 63rd birthday, March 1, he 
would qualify for $18,000 a year. That is more than $300 a week for 
the rest of his life, a figure that stands in emotional contrast to the 
paltry "social security" mirage of the tax-producing worker, which 
is well under $25 a week. On the other hand, if Warren waits until 
1956 he will be entitled to $18,000, an automatic income far beyond 
the maximum earnings of all but a very few Americans. For that 
matter, $16,000 is beyond the sensible aspirations of most tax-pro- 
ducing workers. 


It may be interposed that War 


ren surely must have "retired" a 
ready because he has left the serv 
ice of the state and accepted th 
office of chief justice at $25,600 
year. But a veteran member o 
the state legislature, the chairma 
of one committed and a mem be 
of four, tells me that in checkin 
the retirement systems, availabl 
to employes and legislative an 
constitutional officers, he "ran int 
a rather interesting point."

Find Fossils 
Two Billion 
Years Old 


CAMBRIDGE, Mass. (A — Dis- 


covery of fossils of plants more 
than two billion years old— the 
oldest yet uncovered in the world 
—was announced today at Harvard 
University. 


The discovery on the northern 


shore of Lake Superior was made 
by Elso 8. Barghoorn, associate 
professor of botany at Harvard, 
and Stanley A. Tyler, head of the 
department of geology at the Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin. 


Age of the- fossils was deter- 


mined by Prof, Patrick Hurley of 
the Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology, 


Tyler and Barghoorn said they 


found the plant fossils imbedded 
in a. deposit of flint rock taken 
from the gunflint iron formation 
near Schreiber, Ont. 


Prof. Hurley said he reached the 


age determination of the geologi- 
cal formation containing the an- 
cient plants1 through helium meas- 
urements on magnetite for later- 
deposited iron formations in the 
area. The latter averaged one bil- 
lion, 300 million years, he said. 


Prof. Hurley added that since 


the deposits in which the plant 
types were found below those for- 
mations it could be estimated con- 
servatively that they were prob- 
ably more than two billion years 
old.

postal pay inequities," Summer 
field told the committee. 


Summerfield's plan would re* 


classify post office jobs. The pres- 
ent job classifications providing 22 
different rates of pay would be 
condensed into 20 pay grades with 
minimum and maximum salary 
levels. Many of in-grade starting 
salaries would be lower than pres- 
ent comparable salaries, but would 
provide 
maximum 
well 
above 


present scales. 


It would omit from reclassifica- 


tion about 100,000 fourth class post- 
masters and rural carriers. 


Summerfield described his plan 


as aimed to make pay directly 
commensurate with the difficulty 
of the job and the responsibility 
involved.

House Group 
Okays New 
Tax Deadline 


WASHINGTON tf» — The House 


Ways and Means Committee 
agreed today to make April 15 the 
annual deadline for filing Individ' 
ual tax returns, effective next 
year. 


The committee said in a state- 


ment that this change "will great- 
ly relieve the difficulties taxpay- 
ers presently have in preparing 
their returns by the present filing 
date" of March 15. 


As a practical matter, the later 


date will be helpful to tax account 
ants and lawyers who now find 
their major business crowded into 
the period from Jan. 1 to March 
15. 


The proposal would not affect 


filing of returns this year on in- 
come earned in 1953. This year's 
returns* will still be due by March 
15. 


The new schedule makes no 


change in the March 15 filing date 
for corporation income taxes. But 
it extends to Sept. 15 the deadline 
for filing of returns by tax-exempt 
cooperatives. The later date for co- 
operatives coincides with their last 
date for declaring patronage divi- 
dends on the prior year's busi- 
ness. 
French Leave 
Fort, Attack 
Red Forces 


HANOI, Indochina (£) — French 


Union forces broke out of their 
northwest Indochinese fortress of 
Dien Bien Phu today to drive en- 
circling Vietminh troops from two 
hill positions. The French claimed 
they inflicted "heavy losses" on 
the Communist-led enemy and ad- 
mitted "appreciable losses" on 
their side 


By their attack the French 


seemed to indicate they are going 
to carry the battle to the 36,000 
rebels who have been threatening, 
but never yet have attempted, an 
all-out assault on the heavily forti- 
fied French post just north of the 
Laotian border. 


Gen. 
Rene Cogny, French com- 


mander in northern Indochina, ap- 
parently tired of waiting for the 
Vietminh to attack the fortress, 
sent out 4,000 to 5,000 men against 
the rebels strongly entrenched in 
the hills surrounding the French 
Union position. 


French fighters and bombers 


joined in with heavy strafing and 
napalm bombing of the Vietminh 
concentrations. 


Hopes 
ran 
high 
among the 


French that they might be able to 
deliver a crushing blow to Ho Chi 
Minh's crack divisions. There are 
about three of these around Dien 
Bien Phu.

Witnesses in a court martial here 
have testified that Rothwell B. 
Floyd sold food and various arti- 
cles to his fellow prisoners at Bean 
Camp in North Korea. 


Floyd, 28, a Chicago Negro, is 


accused of killing two prisoners, 
striking a superior officer, steal- 
ing prisoners' food and taking ar- 
ticles from the bodies of dead pris- 
oners. 


Use 40 Witnesses 


The trial is now in its fifth day. 


The prosecution plans to use about 
40 witnesses against Floyd. They 
were the only survivors out of the 
original 700 prisoners in Bean 
Camp when Floyd was there. The 
Chicagoan was repatriated last 
August after 30 months as a POW. 


M/Sgt. Ray Langfitt, Ft. Sheri- 


dan, 
111., testified he gave Floyt 


$25 in U. S. currency for a $3.50 
pipe and a handful of Korean to 
bacco but was glad to get the pipe 
and did not feel cheated. 


Langfitt said Floyd, when ac 


cused by a- sick prisoner of taking 
food, told the man: "You S.O.B. 
you are going to die and I am go 
ing to live." 


$5 for Salt!

Julius J. Barter, Atlanta 


Ga., 
testified that he paid Floyd 


$5 for a spoonful of salt. He said 
he saw Floyd take a wallet from 
the pocket of a sick prisoner, but 
admitted that it was customary to 
take belongings frohi PQWs near 
death to keep Chinese from get- 
ting them. 


Richard Barnes, 27, Houston, 


Tex., said he saw Floyd kick a sick 
-prisoner in the ribs when the man 
didn't obey an order to get up and 
work. The man died the next day, 
Barnes said.

Ohio, said Floyd bragged that he 
had enough money to buy a couple 
Cadillacs when he got home. Han- 
key later testified that it was com- 
mon to take possessions off the 
bodies of the dead.

Marine Colonel Who Admitted 
Red Charges May Be Punished 


WASHINGTON <i*-A panel of 


high-ranking officers set out to- 
day to tryjo decide whether to 
recommend a court-martial for 
Marine Col. Frank W. Schwable, 
who made a false germ warfare 
confession while a war prisoner 
of the Communists in Korea. 


Three Marina generals and an 


admiral, sitting as a court of in- 
quiry, began taking testimony to 
help them determine why Schwa- 
ble told his captors the United Na- 
tions used germ warfare weapons. 


Repudiates Confession 


Schwable, who lives in nearby 


Arlington, Va., repudiated 
that 


confession after he was freed last 
year in a prisoner exchange. He 
said in a statement he signed the 
confession only after the Reds de- 
graded and humiliated him and 
wore him out both physically and 
mentally. 


The inquiry court is not author- 


ized to make any finding of guilt 
or innocence. It is charged with 
making a report, on the basis of 
which the Marine Corps will de- 
cide whether to court martial 
Schwable. 


It was not Known in advance 


whether the hearing would be 
opened to the press and public. 


Since Schwable and the Marines 


are generally agreed on the basic 
facts, the court's recommenda- 
tions may be based on what it 
learns about the physical and 
psychological torture inflicted on 
the colonel. 


One Of 35 


Schwable is one of 35 Americans 


who signed germ warfare confes- 
sions 
while in Red 
captivity. 


Thirty-three were in the Air Forct 
and two were Marine: Schwable 
and Maj. Roy H. Key of Cabool, 
Mo. 


The court of inquiry also is look- 


ing into Bley's case. He piloted 
the plane in which Schwable was 
a passenger when it was shot down 
behind enemy lines July 8, 1952. 


The Air Foj-ce is conducting its 


own examination of the cases of 
flyers who signed similar con- 
fessions.
